loser to a fast crampling opposi:ion. ‘The 

ond, that the game had to he played 
mder weather conditions that were far 
more suitable for boating thau for any 
nd sport. 
All honor must be paid tu the Navy 
eam. It fulfilled its pre-season proniise 
hat it would be the best in Navai Acad- 
pny history. All through its seasou cnd 
nits big game it presented a rugged, vet- 
eran aggregation capable of developing an 
attack of terrific power, and of present- 
ng a defense that could be pierced only 
by an exceptionally well-devised attack. 

The Army knew that desperate meas- 
res would have to be taken to overthrow 
uch a team. ‘The first part of the season 
as spent in determining what iis own 
eam was to be capable of against strong 
ppposition. It was far from an associa- 
ion of veterans. Some of the men had 
played together the year before, but that 
measured their experience. Others had 
played elsewhere, but had to be fitted into 
he team. 

It became apparent to Coach Daly after 
he Yale and Notre Dame games that the 
style of play then in use would not win 
ainst the Navy.

weeks to perfect an attack based on an 
outside tackle shift with a liberal use of 
he forward pass, and an attack based on 
speed and adroitness, That the team 
learned its lesson well was proved by its 
all but perfect handling of the ball and 
the fact that the game ended with the 
Navy booting a half-blocked kick from 
behind its own goal line. But what the 
deluge did to any attempt at forward pass- 
ing and speed was also perfectly apparent. 


Game Played in Mud 


The game itself was played in a sea of 
mad, slippery mud, in which deliberation 
was the means to establishing friction. The 
ball was a slimy affair weighing fully 
twice its stipulated amount. 

The Navy kicked to the Army, which 
proceeded to rush the ball past the middle 
of the field, only to lose it after being as- 
sessed a fifteen-yard penalty, and learn- 
ing by an attempt at a forward pass that 
there would not be much luck in that line 
of endeavor on this particular day. The 
Navy then proceeded to put in its expected 
pressure and kept it there for the remain- 
der of the half, which ended with the score 
of 7 to 0 in its favor. During this time, 
particularly in the second period, the Navy 
showed to its best advantage. Their rush- 
ing attack was going with regularity and 
precision, the majority of the gains being

S the résult of a deal between a

If Senator pper ex- 
pected that a bitter feeling would be cre- 
ated between the officers of the two impor- 
tant parts of the Army of the United 
States he is doomed to disappointment. 

In the Regular Army it is realized that 
the National Guard, as a whole, has not 
supported Senator Capper and his group 
in the fight against Major Peck. Major 
eck came into the Regular Army from 
the National Guard and the Regular Army 
does not entertain the opinion that the 
National Guard is unfriendly to him.

commanded a battalion made up of men of 
the 307th and 308tk Infantry, 77th Divi- 
sion, A.E.F., which for five days was cut 
off from the remainder of the command in 
the Argonne ae France, in October, 

which was later referred to as the 
“Lost- Battalion,” and who was awarded 
the Congressional Medal of Honor for his 
action on that occasion, it is believed com- 
mitted suicide on Nov. 27 by jumping over- 

from the steamship Tolua while the 
vessel was on her way from New York 
to Havana. Colonel Whittlesey was not seen 
after eleven o'clock that night. He left 
nine letters in his stateroom addressed to 
various persons, some of them directing 
what disposition should be made of his 
affairs. Before leaving New York he made 
his will. The body, up to this time, has 
not been recov 

Colonel Whittlesey’ s home was in New 
York city, where he had practiced’ law 
since his demobilization. His business as- 
sociates and other friends say that he had 
been suffering from melancholia, chiefly as 
a result of the World War, for some time 
before he sailed for Havana.

During the week the Conference on the 
Limitation of Armaments and Far Hastern 
questions agreed upon the withdrawal of 
foreign postoffices in China by Jan. 1, 
1923, under certain conditions, which pro- 
vide, among other things, for an efficient 
Chinese postal service. 

In the matter of the tonnage ratio for 
the mavies of the United States, Great 
Britain and Japan, it is said that a ple- 
nary session of the Conference may be 
held within a few days, when the commit- 
tee having the subject in charge will sub- 
mit its report, which, it is believed, will 
fully support the 5-5-3 ratio. The facts 
and figures assembled by the American 
naval experts as the basis of the Hughes 
proposal relating to the amount of tonnage 
for the three powers, it is reported, have 
successfully stood every test to which they 


| have been subjected in the survey made by 


the technicians of other nations. Italy 
was reported as willing to reduce her naval 
tonnage if other nations bordering on the 
Mediterranean likewise agree. The French 
delegates have put forward no further 
naval proposals. The subject of the all- 
around reduction of submersible tonnage, 
however, is expected to cause much con- 
troversy.

Tle development of a new war ma- 
chine from the tractor used for culti- 
vation and hauling purposes in time 
of peace is one of the best examples 
of the way in which the necessities of 
modern war make use of industrial 
machines, though the original. inven- 
tors had no realization of their com- 
bative possibilities. 


TANE CONTROL. 


Increasing demiand for speed and mobil- 


ity in improved types of tanks makes the 
question of their control of extreme ro «i 
tance in their design by the Ordnance 
partment. In the early types of tanks, 
where maximum speeds were four and five 
miles per hour, stéering; braking and 
changing speed were relatively easy. 
Speeds up to twenty miles are now de- 
manded, and since the tank must’ operate 
over all obstacles and still maintain a high 
average speed, the driver must at all times 
have positive and easy control. 


Original Types of Transmission. 


The first English tanks used power 
plants and transmissions adapted from 
heavy tractors. The original tractor trans- 
missions. had two speeds and when fitted 
to the tank two speeds were added, mak- 
ing four speeds forward and a reverse. All 
these speeds were obtained threugh the 
use of sliding gears. Great difficnlty was 
experienced in shifting these gears, how- 
ever, the tank practically coming to a stop 
when it was desired to change gears, re- 
quiring an over-speeding of the engine to 
pick up the weight of the tank at the lower 
gear ratio, In the Mark IV tank four 
men were required for driving, two to 
handle the secondary gear shift and twu 
to handle the primary gear shift and 
brakes. 

Improvement in control was contained 
in the’Mark V, a British tank equipped 
with a four-speed sliding gear primary 
transmission and an epicyclic steering 
clutch. This gave one man control and 
considerably increased the average speed 
of the tank. 

In general, the sliding gear type of 
transmission as ordinarily used in automo- 
biles and trucks is ill suited for tanks, for 
when power is cut off through release of 
the clutch the heayy tank comes practi- 
cally to a standstill, and this inertia must 
be picked up on the next higher gear. Dif- 
ficulty is also experienced in getting these 
heavy gears into mesh. 

In the latest design of heavy fighting 
tank, the Mark VIII, designed jointly by 
England and the United States and manu- 
factured by the U.S. Ordnance Depart- 
ment, an epicyclic transmission was em- 
ployed, This is a two-speed compound 
type, designed to eliminate the disadvan- 
tages of the sliding gear transmission and 
to give a higher average running speed. 
The epicycliec principle is exemplified “in 
the Ford transmission. Briefly, low speed 
is obtained by putting on a band brake, 
and high speed by releasing the low and 
applying the high-speed brake, so no time 
is lost in shifting from one gear to an- 
other. The epicyclie transmission used in 
the Mark VIII tank has werked out well 
in practice, and one man can control the 
Mark VIII under all conditions. 


New Combination for Higher Speeds. 

For the higher speeds now desired in 
tanks a two-speed epicycle is not sufficient ; 
therefore a combination of a two-s 
bevel box with a two-speed epicyclic trans- 
mission is employed. This transmission 
has all the advantages of a straight two- 
speed epicyclic transmission, as the driver 
ean change speed without loss of time and 
by use of a two-speed bevel box the range 
of the epicyclic transmission is approxi- 
mately doubled, giving # ratio of nearly 
eight to one in the complete transmission. 
The greatest objection to this form of 
transmission is that control rods must be 
earried from the transmission in the rear 
forward to the driver. In order that the 
driver will not be unduly taxed, the con- 
trol lever should havé a throw of not more 
than twenty inches. The brakes must be 
closely adjusted and must fit very close to 
the drums. If the brakes are loose they 
will slip and heat up or allow the brake 
drum to slip; if too tight, they will wear 
down rapidly. 

To improve ‘the control of this type of 
epicyclic . transmission mechanical opera- 
tion of the transmission and steering 
brakes has been used in the latest 
tanks produced by the U.S. Ordnance De- 
partment. The British have developed a 
quite satisfactory hydraulic control, using 
a three-speed epicyclic transmission. Pis- 
tons have been fitted to the brake bands on 
the epicyclic and the brake bands for the 
tracks. Oil under pressure is used and 
operation of the pistons is controlled by a 
master valve, this in turn controlled by a 
lever, moved forward or reversed as the 
driver desires. The pistons operating on 
the tank brakes on either side are ton- 
trolled by a master valve éperated bya 
small hand wheel, so that through the use 
of one lever and the small hand whee! the 
driver has complete control of the tank at 
all ‘times.

A clear statement of the status of R.O. 
T.C. graduates under the new Army pol- 


icy was made by LB preg | 
in an address at Lehigh University. Inci- 
dentally, the Secretary paid a tribute to 
Dr. Drinker, president of the institution, 
who he said “has not only been a pioneer 
in ee student military training, 
but through his leadership has had no 
small part in organizing and developing 
the public opinion that finally crys- 
tallized into a settled military policy.” 
“In the future,” said the Secretary, 
“when a graduate of the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps receives his commission 
and returns to his home he will find in 
that vicinity an organization either of the 
National Gua anized Re- 





rd or of the Org 
serves with which he can identify himself. 
His duty of preparedness will thus crystai- 
lize into the definite duty of helping to 
prepare this particular nee for 
service in an emergency. When he joins 
this unit he probably will find e in 
it older men of his acquaintance who have 
served in the World War, and it will be a 
part of his mission to receive from them 
and to transmit to the future the experi- 
ence and tradition of the Great War Army 
of 1918. ° 

“The establishment of this national mili- 
tary organization will go far towards fund- 
ing the cost of the World War as a per- 
manent national investment. At several 
times in our past history it has been neces- 
sary at a great cost of money and energy 
to create a great national military organi- 
zation and then after the emergency we 
have demolished that organization with- 
out making any provision for making it 
available for the next generation that 
might be subjected to the burden of war. 

“It is the great feature of our new mil- 


| itary law that this defect in our national 


| 


policy is corrected for all time. In our 
new organization we will actually perpet- 
uate the principal mi ry units that 
fought in the World War. e will assign 
each such unit to a definite locality. We 
will enroll in these units those veterans of 


| the neighborhood who are willing to serve 
| for a time until they can be replaced by 








younger men. The initial officers’ corps of 
this great citizen army will thus be pro- 
vided by the veteran officers of the war. 

“The problem of the R.O.T.C. has be- 
come a well defined problem of providing 
gradual replacement for this veteran offi- 
cers’ corps. In any future emergency 
mobilization will not be a process of hasty 
organization and classification of millions 
of untrained and unprepared men, but the 
much simpler process of filling the ranks 
of organized units assigned to definite lo- 
calities and provided with competent offi- 
cers and non-commissioned officers.” 


COLLEGE HONORS WAR HEROES. 


The North Carolina State College of 
Agriculture and Engineering on Nov. 10 
honored her 2,000 men who served in the 
World War and in a special sense the 
thirty-three who did not return.

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More Important Than 
His Modern War 
Machines 


timéral Lord Beatty, recently in 
\ashington, granted an interview in 
whieh the Hditor of the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL brought up the subject 
of modern wer machinery having made 

. men-of more importance in battle than 
was the case when weapons and ships 
were simpler. This interview in 
which the Admiral expressed his 
agreement with similar views inspired 


the following editorial. 


HD present is a machine age. For 

both peace and war purposes the 

number of kinds of machines and 

the number of each kind used are 
steadily on the increase. The marvelous 
results produced by machines have caused 
a general and constantly growing tendency 
to forget that back of each machine is a 
human being and that without that hu- 
man being the machine, in the first place, 
eannot function at all, and in the second 
place, when functioning, depends for its 
eficieney of action upon the skill of the 
human being. This tendency to under- 
estimate the importance of the human fac- 
tor not only is prevalent among civilians 
but also has gained considerable ground 
in too many cases among professional 
officers. 

In a naval action the human element 
plays the predominating part along two 
general lines—first, in the actual manipu- 
lation of the armament and the motive 
power of the ships engaged, and secondly, 
in the control exercised by the commander 
of the fleet and the various officers having 
command within each ship. This is as 
true to-day as it was in the days of Farra- 
gut or Nelson. ° 

In the days of Nelson the armament was 
simple, and therefore easily handled. Due 
to this and the shortness of the ranges at 
which actions were fought, mistakes made 
by gun crews, because of excitement and 
confusion inseparable from battle, could 
not greatly affect the ultimate result. The 
motive power was sail, which took time to 
handle and which after all consisted of 
more or less independent units of which 
one or more could be shot away without 
ruining the effectiveness of the whole. In 
the days of Farragut the armament had 
become somewhat more complicated than 
was the case with Nelson, but was still 
relatively simple. Steam had replaced 
sail as the motive power, but was advan- 
tageous more because it gave the ability to 
move continuously than because of any 
material increase in speed. 


Efficient Personnel Imperative 


During the Great War and at. the pres- 
ent time men-of-war are one mass of ma- 
chinery. The various kinds of projectiles 
used with the care necessary in their prep- 
aration for fire, the methods of bringing 
ammunition to the guns, the manner in 
which loaded, the pointing done at the 
guns by means of sighting apparatus in 
use, the instruments and means of obtain- 
ing firing data and its transmission to the 
guns, all involved the use of not only a 
highly trained personnel but a personnel 
which has so learned self-control in the 
midst of, and in spite of, great danger 
that it will not make even the slight mis- 
takeg which so inevitably result in the in- 
efficient use of modern armament. 

The same necessity for greater self-con- 
trol on the part of the personnel exists 
with respect to the motive power of mod- 
ern ships and for the same reason, the in- 
creased complexity and delicacy of the 
machinery used. 

In former. days, a ship could be sunk 
only as the result of a considerable period 
of combat and the attacker could always 
be seen for some time before the attack 
was made and throughout its duration. In 
other words, the element of personal com- 
bat, which serves to arouse all the fighting 
instinet of men, was present. In these

days of the mine, the torpedo and the sub- 
marine, to which have been added now the 
possibility of attack from the air, the 
chance of sudden destruction without 
warning has brought into existence a new 
element .of continuous suspense which is 
bound to affect morale. 

When it comes to command, the higher 
commander to-day, just as in Nelson’s day, 
must conyey his will to his subordinates, 
who, in command of the various units, 
must in turn: exercise sufficient control 
over their crews to see that the motive 
pewer and armament are used to fulfil this 
will. 

Individual Initiative Important 

The great increase in the facilities for 
communication has made it easier for the 
higher commander to convey his will to 
his subordinates. There is one danger 
here—that this very facility for communi- 
cation may lead to an attempt to control 
subordinates too much in detail and thus 
to deny them: proper initiative. Initiative 
for subordinates is more than ever neces- 
sary because with the large fleets handled 
by modern commanders it is impossible for 
them to see everything going on, as was 
formerly the case. The commander should 
use his increased facilities for communica- 
tion primarily to keep his subordinates 
informed of the general plan, leaving them 
to decide the details in accordance with the 
situation existing at any particular time 
in their immediate part of the combat. 

It is a question if the increased facility 
for communication has not been more than 
offset by the material reduction in the 
time element, due to the use of fast-mov- 
ing machines. Nelson had to use slow 
flag signals, but he also had slow-movinz 
ships. It took him several hours to get in 
action at Trafalgar. The British battle 
cruiser squadron was in action at Jutland 
within a comparatively few minutes. Un- 
der modern conditions extreme specd and 
extreme precision are required in every op- 
eration. Neither was essential formerly. 
The strain upon the human being is there- 
fore all the greater. 

The necessity to allow greater ‘nitiative 
means that the officers who are to oxer- 
cise it must have doctrine. Doctrine and 
the ability to use it properly in times of * 
great stress and danger can only come as 
the results of continuing the military edu- 
cation of a high type of man over a long 
period of time. 


Personal Touch Big Factor 


An important element in Icadership is 
the personal touch with subordinates got, 
among other means, through social centact. 
The importance of human relativuship be- 
tween superiors and subordinates tmust 
never be forgotten. If the Germans had 
understood this their fleet never would 
have mutinied. This particular quality 
was an outstanding one with both Nelson 
and Farragut. 

These two great leaders possessed to a 
high degree the quality of personal mag- 
netism which. inspired loyalty to the chief 
and the devotion of the best efforts .n the 
part of each individual to the causé. All 
great leaders on land and sea have por- 
sessed this. 

The necessity to use modern complicated 
machinery for combat brings to each leader 
the problem of reconciling two types more 
or less inherently opposed to each other— 
the intellectual and the fighting. It is the 
need to combine these two which makes 
leadership under modern conditions so dif- 
ficult. Of the two types in the person of 
the higher commander the _— one is 
the more important.

Arms Decisions Delayed by 
Question of Necessities for 
National Security 


HB present difficulties of the vari- 

l ous delegations to the Conference 

for the Limitation of Armaments in 

adjusting their respective views 
show that however much the desire may 
exist to limit armaments for humanitarian 
and financial reasons, the ultimate adjust- 
ment, if made, must be based on a recon- 
ciliation of the ideas of the various na- 
tions with respect to the minimum arma- 
ment on land and sea consistent with na- 
tional security. 

Putting it from a cold, military point of 
view, this means that each country is con- 
sidering the question of armament, not 
from the point of view of peace, but from 
the point of view of what is needed sliould 
war occur with some neighboritig power. 

While some nations are considered by 
the public to be land powers and others 
sea powers, the positions of the various 
delegations show that the inter-relation- 
ship of land and sea power from a mili- 
tary point of view is never forgotten. 

Great Britain has shown that the safety 
of the British Empire depends upon con- 
trol of the seas. While her war fleet, in 
ihe principal classes of vessels, will not 
be any greater than ours, her possession 
of naval bases throughout the world and 
her world-wide system of cable and wire- 
less communication enable her fleet to be 
handled on the offensive anywhere and 
thus give her sea control. While the ques- 
tion of her land forces has not been brought 
up there is nothing to prevent her follow- 
ing her traditional policy of getting the 
land foree needed against.any opponent by 
allying herself with one or more powers in’ 
the possession of a large, first class army. 


Submarines Menace to Britain 


The primary alteration desired by Great 
Britain has been the suppression of sub- 
marines, a weapon of more value to a rela- 
tively weaker sea opponent not primarily 
dependent upon overseas communication 
than to a first class sea power dependent 
upon such communications. 

France has insisted that under present 
European conditions her existing army is 
vitally necessary. On sea she is abso- 
lutely opposed to the suppression of sub- 
marines, for the military reason that pos- 
sessing a less powerful surface fleet than 
that of Great Britain and having an ex- 
tensive coast line on the British channel, 
another on the Atlantic and Bay of Bis- 
cay and a third on the Mediterranean, 
these weapons would give her a tremen- 
dous advantage in attacking the principal 
British sea routes in case of war. 

Italy takes very much the same point 
of view as France with respect to both 
land and sea armament and for the same 
military reasons. 


Objections by Japan 


Japan objects to the ratio of principal 
classes of men of war assigned her for the 
military reason that she believes such a 
ratio would leave her fleet less powerful 
than our own in any operations carried on 
in our waters. Apparently the lesser ra- 
tio would be acceptable to her if we would 
consent to dismantle such fortifications as 
we have in our various Pacific islands and 
not build any others. The military rea- 
son for this is a good one. Without forti- 
fication and proper garrisons properly sup- 
plied these bases would immediately fall 
into her hands in case of war, thus giving 
her fleet the opportunity to operate in our 
waters and keep the war away from Japan. 
Japan, while primarily a naval power be- 
cause of her geographical situation, which 
is roughly similar to that of Great Britain, 
has no neighbors on the continent of Asia 
with powerful armies with whom she could 
make alliances in case of war, thus ob- 
taining the necessary land forces in addi- 
tion to the sea forces, as has always been 
the ease with Great Britain. On the con- 


trary, she has enemies on the continent of 


Asia whose potential military 
is great.

Please quote the facts and decision in 
this case. 

Answer: In brief, the Moore vs. U.S. case 
was as follows: An Army officer, Capt. John K. 
Moore, serving in the Philippine Islands, suffer- 
ing from malarial fever, was gran a leave 
on full pay to return to his home in Qhio, said 
leave beginning June 25, 1908. He arrived 
home the latter part of July, 1908. He was 
in a debilitated condition, complained of loss of 
appetite, inability to sleep. e remained in 
Ohio four weeks. mentiy he was ordered 
to join his regiment stationed at Fort Douglas, 
Utah. On the joufmey' in pursuance of the 
order he was attacked by typhoid fever, taken 
to the military — at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kas., and he died Sept. 8, 1908. His death 
was subsequent to the act of May 11, 1908, and 
rior to the act of March 8, 1909. The act of 

ay 11, 1908, provides that upon ‘“‘the death 
from wounds or disease contracted while in 
line of duty of any officer or enlisted man on 
the active list of the Army, the Paymaster Gen- 
eral of the Army shall cause to be paid to the 
widow of such officer or enlisted man or to any 
other person previously designated by him ap 
amount equal to six mon ay.” The act 
of March 3, 1909, strikes out the words “‘con- 
tracted in line o duty” and inserts in lien 
thereof the words “not the result of his own 
misconduct.” A soldier is “in line of duty” 
until separated from the Service by death or 
discharge, if during such period he is sub- 
—s to all of its laws and regulations; and 
he is “in line of duty” while on leave of ab- 
sence. But the wounds or disease must not be 
the result of his own misconduct. Where a 
soldier, while on his way under orders to re- 
join his command, died of hoid fever, his 
sickness must be regarded as “disease contracted 
in line of duty,” though it does not specifically 
appear when or where he contracted the dis- 
ease. In the opinion of the Court, “the soldier 
im this case died while on his way to rejoin his 
command, and this was in the line of duty; and 
even giving the statutes the narrow construction 
asked for by the defendants we do not think 
we are called upon to decide when *nd where 
he contracted typhoid fever, the disease vu" which 
he died. He died while im the line of duty,
